A. PURPOSE AND _ INTENT 

The Zoning Ordinance of the Town of Tuftonboro (the Town) provides several 
Opportunities for many different types of housing in different locations in the 
Town. The purpose of this section is to create an additional opportunity for 
housing in the Town. Specifically, the intent of this section of the Zoning 
Ordinance is to allow the affordable housing specifically for senior citizens 
(Senior Housing) as defined in this section. 


B. TERMS AND MEANING 
Senior Housing is a specially-defined term particular to this section of the 
Zoning Ordinance. 
B. 1 (a) Defined: Seniors Housing shal! be Housing that is: 
i. principally used, designed and adapted for use by elderly citizens, fifty-five 
(55) years of age and older, that also complies with the design requirements 
of the Architectural Barrier Free Design Code for the State of New 
Hampshire. as amended; and, 
ii. is comprised of Dwellings as defined in this Zoning Ordinance. 

. PERMITTED LOCATION 
Senior Housing shall be permitted in the Low Density Residential (LDR) and 
Medium Density Residential (MDR) Districts.

D.| (a) Dwellings per Building Maximum: Not more than four (4) Senior 
Housing Dwellings shall be located in one Building. 

D.| (b) Dwelling per Building Minimum: Not less than two (2) Senior 
Housing Dwellings shall be located in one Building. 

D. 1 (c) Setbacks: Buildings and Structures within a Seniors Housing 
subdivision and Structures associated with a Seniors Housing subdivision 
shall comply with the setback criteria of the underlying zoning district with 
respect to internal roadways and lot lines. Buildings and Structures within a 
Seniors Housing subdivision shall also be fifty (50) feet or more from the 
external boundaries of the Seniors Housing subdivision and any existing 
public roads or highways. 

D. | (d) Dwelling Unit Density: Seniors Housing subdivisions shall have a 
maximum density of four (4) Dwelling units per acre, provided that the soil 
conditions do not require a lower density for health and safety reasons. In 
order to calculate the allowed density, any waterbodies, wetlands, and 100 
year flood hazard areas shall first be deducted from the total acreage in the 
Seniors Housing subdivision. 

D. 1 (e) Individual Lots: If Seniors Housing Buildings are sited on separate 
lots, each lot shall have a minimum size of one () acre. Through the 
provision of open space, common areas restricted from Dwellings, or 
Buildings of fewer than four (4) Dwellings, the overall Seniors Housing 
subdivision shall comply with the maximum Dwelling Unit Density 
requirements of this section or the Ordinance. 


D. 1 (f) Water Supply and Sewage Disposal: Seniors Housing subdivisions 


may utilize common or shared sewage disposal systems and water supply 
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systems, or each Building may be provided with its own such system(s). 
D. 1 (g) Cluster Development: Seniors Housing subdivisions may be created 
under the Cluster Developments section of the Zoning Ordinance but this 
shall not be required. 
D.1 (h) Existing Subdivisions: All or a portion of an existing subdivision, or 
all of an existing cluster development, may be utilized for Seniors Housing, 
provided: that the minimum size of a Seniors Housing subdivision is met; and 
that no Seniors Housing Building may be placed within one hundred and fifty 
(150) feet of an existing residence or within one hundred and fifty (150) feet 
of a non-Seniors Housing lot with the same or an abutting subdivision. 
D.1 (i) Subdivision: All Seniors Housing projects shall be subdivisions as 
defined by the Town and the State of New Hampshire and shall therefore 
require subdivision approvals, as appropriate for the particular proposal. 
D. | (j) Minimum Size: A Seniors Housing subdivision shall consist of a 
minimum of twenty (20) acres and at least two lots. 
E. COMPLIANCE WITH EXISTING REGULATIONS: All Seniors Housing 
subdivisions shall comply with all applicable provisions of this Ordinance, the 
Site Plan Review Regulations and other pertinent ordinances, regulations and 
policies of the Town provided, however, that in the event of conflict between 
such ordinances, regulations or policies with this section of the Ordinance, the 
standards of this section shall control. 
F. VALIDITY: 
If any section, clause, provisions or portion of this section of the Ordinance 
shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect or impair any other section, clause, 
provisions or portion of this section of the Ordinance. 


The Planning Board does not recommend passage of this amendment and voted 
unanimously that it needs more study and possible revisions.

This is a special or non- 
lapsing account per RSA 32:3 VI and will not lapse for three years or until 
completion of the recoristruction work on Sodom Road, whichever is less. The 
Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves this appropriation. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred 
Fifty-five Thousand Dollars ($155,000.00) to purchase a new fire truck and to 
authorize the withdrawal of Sixty-five Thousand Four Hundred and Twenty-two 
Dollars ($65,422.00) plus all accrued interest, from the Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund created for that purpose.

and approved by the Budget Committee and such sums as may be required to 
cover the costs of any additional items voted at the meeting and in accordance 
with RSA 32:8.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Tuftonboro, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general-purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Tuftonboro as of and for the year ended December 31, 1995, as listed 
in the table of contents. These general-purpose financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town of Tuftonboro management. Our responsibility is to 
express an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our 
audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the general-purpose financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the general-purpose financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principies used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
general-purpose financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit 
provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

The general-purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the 
General Fixed Assets Account Group and Long-Term Debt Account Group 
(Landfill Closure and Post Closure Care Costs), which should be included to 
conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The amounts that should 
be recorded in the General Fixed Assets Account Group and Long-Term Debt 
Account Group, are not known. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the general-purpose financial 
statements of the omission described in the preceding paragraph, the general- 
purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the Town of Tuftonboro as of December 31, 
1995, and the results of its operations and cash flows of its nonexpendable trust 
funds for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general-purpose financial statements taken as a whole. The individual and 
combining fund financial statements and schedules listed in the table of contents 
are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the 
general-purpose financial statements of the Town of Tuftonboro. Such information 
has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general- 
purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material 
respects in relation to the general-purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

March 13, 1996 - Tuftonboro Central School 
The second portion of the 1996 Annual Town Meeting was called to order at 
7:30 P.M. by the Moderator, Roger H. Wingate. Meeting was opened with a Salute 
to the Flag, followed by prayer offered by the Rev. Russ Petrie. The Moderator 
announced the results of the voting under Article 1 and declared the following 
elected to office: 
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Moderator Two Years, Roger H. Wingate; Supervisor of the Check List for Six 
Years, Elizabeth Clements; Selectman for Three Years, Norman E. Vittum; Town 
Clerk for Three Years, Mary B. Craigue; Tax Collector for Three Years, Jacquelyn 
H. Rollins; Town Treasurer for Three Years, Sandra N. Libby; Road Agent for Three 
Years, Reginald C. Colby; Budget Committee for Three Years, Vanessa Vittum and 
Susan H. weeks; Library Trustee for Three Years, Patricia W. Osmond; Trustee of 
the Trust Funds, Nathaniel Crane; Cemetery Trustee for Three Years, Nathaniel 
Crane. 

The results of the School Ballot was given. These totals forwarded to the 
GWRSD to be added to the votes of the other five towns in the district. 

Moderator gave the results of the balloting on Article 2. Total Votes given in, 
361; necessary for 3/5 vote approval, 217. Yes, 187; No, 173; Blank, 1 — and 
article 2 (For SB2) declared not passed by Moderator. 


Moderator Roger H. Wingate administered the oath of office to the Town 
Clerk, Mary B. Craigue, who then administered the oath of office to the remaining 
elected town officers. All officers elected were present. 


3. To see if the Town wishes to amend the existing agreement under Section 218 of 
the Social Security Act by excluding the services performed by election workers for 
a calendar year in which the remuneration paid for such services is less than One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00). 
The motion was made by Bill Antonucci and seconded by John Widmer to 
adopt Article 3 as read. It was explained that this would simplify bookkeeping; 
as most years the election workers earn a small amount for their services. Vote 
by show of hands in the affirmative, with no dissenting votes. Article 3 declared 
passed by the Moderator. 
4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) to be added to the current scholarship funds awarded to the 
Tuftonboro students who wish to pursue their education beyond high school. This 
article submitted by petition. The Selectmen and the Budget Committee do not 
recommend this article. 
The motion was made by Norman Vittum to indefinitely postpone action on 
this article. Seconded by Bill Rollins. Selectman Vittum explained that a town 
cannot put public funds into a private trust fund. Barbara McClure, Trustee, 
asked for a defeat of proposal to postpone as Trustees would like to amend the 
article. Seconded. A vote by show of hands in the negative and the Moderator 
declared the indefinite postponement defeated. Barbara McClure made a 
motion to amend the article to read: “To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) to create the Town 
of Tuftonboro Scholarship[ Fund. The interest derived from this fund to be 
awarded to the Tuftonboro students who wish to pursue their education beyond 
high school.” Amendment seconded by David Haeger. There were many 
questions on this proposal. Selectman Rollins suggested that the interest would 
be so minimal on $5,000 that it would be several years before any amount 
could be given out. Trustee McClure stated that they planned to request funds 
for about six years to build up the fund. It is their plan to be able to give 
substantial sums rather than a pittance. Sue Weeks questioned how and who 
would administer and manage the funds. It was explained that this fund would 
be administered by the Trustees the same as the other trust funds the trustees 
manage, e.g., Davis, Tomb, and Shepherd. Joe Ewing stated that criteria should 
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be set up before donations are requested. A vote by show of hands in the 
negative, and the article was declared defeated by the Moderator. 
5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty-seven 
Thousand Eight Hundred Eight Dollars ($57,808.00) for the Special for Tar 
Account. The sum of Fifty-five Thousand Dollars ($55,000.00) to be raised by the 
Current year’s taxes and to authorize the use of last year’s December 31 Fund 
Balance in the amount of Two Thousand Eight Hundred Eight Dollars ($2,808.00) 
for this purpose. This is a special or non-lapsing account per RSA 32:3 VI and will 
not lapse for five years or until the completion of the resurfacing of Town Roads, 
whichever is less. The Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves 
this appropriation. 
The motion was made by Bill Rollins and seconded by Ken Craigue to adopt 
Article 5 as read. There was no discussion on this article. Vote by show of 
hands in the affirmative, and article declared passed by the Moderator. 
6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ninety-one 
Thousand Sixty-eight Dollars ($91,068.00) for the continued reconstruction work 
on Brown Road. The sum of Seventy-eight Thousand Dollars ($78,000.00) to be 
raised by the current year’s taxes and to authorize the use of last year’s December 
31 Fund Balance in the amount of Thirteen Thousand Sixty-eight Dollars 
($13,068.00) for this purpose. This will be a special or non-lapsing account per 
RSA 32:3 VI and will not lapse for three years or until the completion of the 
reconstruction of Brown Road, whichever is less. The Selectmen recommend and 
the Budget Committee approves this appropriation. 
The motion was made by Bill Rollins and seconded by Gordon Hunt to adopt 
Article 6 as read. Bill Rollins explained that the sum requested would complete 
the work to the bottom of the hill by George Palmer’s residence. Vote by show 
of hands in the affirmative, and article declared passed by the Moderator. 
7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen 
Thousand Three Hundred Dollars ($15,300.00) for reconstruction work on County 
Road. This is a special or non-lapsing account per RSA 32:3 VI and will not lapse 
for three years or until completion of the reconstruction work on County Road, 
whichever is less. The Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves 
this appropriation. 
The motions was made by Norman Vittum and seconded by Helen Whall to 
adopt Article 7 as read. Vote by show of hands in the affirmative, and article 
declared passed by Moderator. 
8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
One Hundred Dollars ($5,100.00) for reconstruction work on Curtis Road. The 
Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves this appropriation. 
The motion was made by Norman Vittum and seconded by Bill Rollins to 
adopt Article 8 as read. Questioned where the road is located and what is 
being done, Selectman Vittum stated that it is planned to replace the culvert at 
this time. Vote by show of hands in the affirmative, and article declared passed 
by the Moderator. 
9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Hundred 
Thirty-two Thousand Eight Hundred Twenty-five Dollars ($232,825.00) for the site 
work and the basic building for the Transfer Station / Recycling Center. The sum of 
One Hundred Thirty-five Thousand Dollars ($135,000.00) to be raised by the 
Current year’s taxes and to authorize the use of last year’s December 31 Fund 
Balance in the amount of Ninety-seven Thousand Eight Hundred Twenty-five 
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Dollars ($97,825.00) for this purpose. This will be a special or non-lapsing account 
per RSA 32:3 VI and will not lapse for five years or until completion of the 
transfer/recycling center, whichever is less. The Selectmen recommend and the 
Budget Committee approves this appropriations. 
The motion was made by Bill Rollins and seconded by Ken Craigue to adopt 
Article 9 as read. Selectman Vittum explained that this figure should complete 
all of the site work, cement, and the basic building. Town will be looking for 
more funds next year to complete the building; by 1997 all work should be 
done on the recycling facility. William Donovan questioned what is going to be 
the cost to operate the facility. Selectman Vittum stated that this will depend on 
to what extent the Town wants to recycle. Recycled items lower the cost of 
transportation and “tipping” fees. Ann Hackl explained costs have a big swing; 
a seasonal town can run from $800 to $8,000 per month. It is estimated that 
$40,000 will be added to the Landfill Budget. At this point Ted Hebden asked 
for an explanation of the term “special or non-lapsing.” Selectman Bill Rollins 
explained that a change by DRA prompts the inclusion of this sentence so as to 
carry over any unexpended funds at year’s end. Without this item a Town can 
no longer retain unexpended balances—any unexpended budgeted balances 
would revert back to the general fund. Vote by show of hands in the 
affirmative, and article declared passed by the Moderator. 
10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty-two 
Thousand Three Hundred Twenty-eight Dollars ($32,328.00) to construct a three- 
bay addition to the Tractor Shed on Sodom Road. The sum of Twenty-seven 
Thousand Dollars ($27,000.00) to be raised by the current year’s taxes and to 
authorize the use of last year’s December 31 Fund Balance in the amount of Five 
Thousand Three Hundred Twenty-eight Dollars ($5,328.00) for this purpose. This is 
a special or non-lapsing account per RSA 32:3 VI and will not lapse for two years 
or until completion of the proposed addition to the Tractor Shed, whichever is less. 
The Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves this 
appropriation. 
The motion was made by Normal Vittum and seconded by Ken Craigue to 
adopt Article 10 as read. Selectman Vittum explained the work to be done and 
logistics to have the road equipment at the site of the sand shed. Vote by show 
of hands in the affirmative, and article declared passed by the Moderator. 
11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($7,500.00) for the Melvin River Dredge Project 
and to authorize the use of last year’s December 31 Fund Balance in the amount of 
Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($7,500.00) for this purpose. This is a 
capital or non-lapsing account per RSA 32:3 VI and will not lapse for two years or 
until completion of the project, whichever is less. The Selectmen recommend and 
the Budget Committee approves this appropriation. 
The motion was made by Bill Rollins and seconded by Potter Campbell to 
adopt Article 11 as read. It was explained by Selectman Vittum that the permits 
are finally in place and work should be done by year’s end. Vote by show of 
hands in the affirmative, and article declared passed by the Moderator. 
12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) for the Cemetery Booklet and authorize the use of last year’s 
December 31 Fund Balance in the amount of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) 
for this purpose. This is a non-lapsing account per RSA 32:3 VI and will not lapse 
for two years or until the completion of this project, whichever is less. The 
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Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves this appropriation. 
The motion was made by Bill Antonucci and seconded by Gordon Hunt to 
adopt Article 12 as read. Ann Hackl explained that the project was coming 
along nicely and became bogged down by weather; work will resume soon 
and the project will be completed this year. The Town will be reimbursed by 
the sale of the booklets. Vote by show of hands in the affirmative, and article 
declared passed by the Moderator. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred 

Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($315,000.00) for the addition and the renovation of the 

Piper House and to authorize the withdrawal of One Hundred Forty-eight 

Thousand Two Hundred Thirty Dollars ($148,230.00) plus all accrued interest from 

the Piper House Capital Reserve Fund created for that purpose. The balance of One 

Hundred Sixty-six Thousand Seven Hundred Seventy Dollars ($166,770.00) to 

come from general taxation the current year. This will be a special or non-lapsing 

account per RSA 32:3 VI and will not lapse for three years or until the completion 
of the addition and renovation of the Piper House, whichever is less. The 

Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves this appropriation. 
The motion was made by Bill Antonucci and seconded by Norman Vittum to 
adopt Article 13 as read. Selectman Vittum spoke on the article, explaining the 
need for additional space and renovation. At the time, office space is limited; 
files are overloaded, with no room for expansion. This will provide needed 
office space for Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Executive Secretary, Code Officer, 
and a secure file room under one roof. The Police Office addition will provide 
the necessary safety needed at the site. He explained how fortunate the Town 
has been to have the services of architects Camilla and Orvil White. Through 
the efforts of the Tuftonboro Association, they have performed their services 
free of charge. Jack Piper, builder, has worked with the Whites at no expense to 
the Town, to come up with anticipated cost of construction. Selectman Vittum 
stated that work will be started in the fall with funds that will cover cost of new 
building and renovation of the present Selectmen’s Office. Renovation of the 
present main building will be done after the completion of the addition. Vote 
by show of hands in the affirmative, and article declared passed by the 
Moderator. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate such sums of money as 

may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and make 

appropriation of the same; the sum of Eight Hundred Thirty-three Thousand Fifty- 
four Dollars ($833,054.00) as recommended by the Selectmen and approved by 
the Budget Committee and such sums as may be required to cover the costs of any 

additional items voted at the meeting and in accordance with RSA 32:8. 

The motion was made by Bill Rollins and seconded by Ken Craigue to adopt 
Article 14 as read. With special items voted, the total Budget for 1996 is One 
Million Five Hundred Ninety-four Thousand Nine Hundred Eighty-three 
Dollars ($1,594,983.00). Vote by show of hands in the affirmative, and article 
declared passed by the Moderator. 

15. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 
Selectman Rollins wished to commend the Town for the many people who 
volunteer for projects for the benefit of the Town. And to especially commend 
the most recent involvement with the E911 project. On behalf of the Town, he 
extended this Thanks to Susie Weeks, Jackie Rollins, and Betty Cellarius, who 
spent many hours working on this project. They were assisted by Joy 
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Hanington, Police Chief Berry, Fire Chief Scott, and Road Agent Colby. Lastly, 
the late John Stockman, who was Chairman. Selectman Vittum recognized Ken 
Cookson, Chairman of the Bicentennial Committee. Chairman Cooksen noted 
that March 14, 1996 will be the 200th Anniversary of the First Town Meeting. 
He stated that through the efforts of many, and each name called, all the events 
had been well attended and well received. He thanked all those who had given 
of their time and talents. All the projects were self-supporting, and the 
committee has returned Four Thousand Dollars to the Town. Arrangements are 
being made for the updating of the Veterans Monument. The balance of funds 
and the mementos will be turned over to the Tuftonboro Historical Society. The 
time capsule on display at the back of the hall will be sealed in a couple of 
weeks and presented to the Town to be placed in an appropriate place in the 
addition to the Piper House—to be opened in One Hundred Years. He then 
declared that the Bicentennial Year had been completed. Joe Ewing 
commended the committee for all their time and effort and hoped that we 
wouldn’t wait for another 200 years for a Town Celebration. 

The motion was made by John Widmer and seconded by Bill Rollins to 
close the meeting. Voted in affirmative to close. Meeting closed at 9 P.M. with 
approximately 125 persons in attendance

PARENTS! Talk to your teenage drivers. Effective February 1, 1997, drivers under 
age twenty who hold a New Hampshire driver’s license and are convicted of a 
motor vehicle violation will be subject to original license suspension pursuant to 
RSA 263:14 and administrative rule Saf-C 204.031. 

A conviction of any motor vehicle violation by a licensed driver under age 
twenty shall result in suspension of the individuals driver’s license. The first 
conviction shall result in a license suspension of twenty days, a second conviction 
shall result in a driver’s license suspension of forty-five days, and any third 
conviction shall result in a driver’s license suspension of ninety days. 

Licensees will be given an opportunity for an administrative hearing. Any 
suspension shall take effect upon receipt of the individual's driver’s license by the 
Division of Motor Vehicles. 

Along with the suspension, the possibility exists that your insurance premiums 

may also be affected. Help us out; talk to your teenage driver and tell them to slow 
down. 
GUN OWNERS! For those of you who have obtained a license to carry, it is your 
responsibility to see that the license is up-to-date. Should you be stopped and found 
with a concealed weapon, you can be charged with a crime. The Tuftonboro 
Police Department, as a service to its residents, is making every effort to bring its 
records up-to-date, and we will be able to remind people, in the near future, that 
their license has expired or is about to expire. 

A new database has been given to us by the State of New Hampshire that will 
allow us to have better control over the gun licensing permits. 

If you had a license in the past and do not carry a concealed weapon any 
longer, it will be appreciated if you will advise us so that our records will be 
current. 

In response to a recent article in a local paper, | want to assure you that every 
effort is being made to control the speeds in the Town of Tuftonboro. In the last 
year, over 1000 motor vehicle warnings were issued, and 80 motor vehicle 
complaints were entered into District Court. It is unfortunate that we had one fatal 
accident in Town in 1996, and | ask every driver’s assistance in keeping the speeds 
down.

If anyone sees anything suspicious, please attempt to 
write down the description or registration numbers of vehicles that may be 
involved. This will greatly help in investigating incidents.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing any open burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law, 
and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable 
for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the N. H. Division of Forests and 
Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist 
communities with forest fire suppression, prevention, and training programs as well 
as the enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions 
regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols, and 3 
contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports form citizens aid in the 
quick response from local fire departments.

The State of New Hampshire is operating under new Dog Licensing Criteria; 
the Town Clerk receives the rabies certification, and dog owners are notified to 
license their dogs within 15 days. Dog licensing has now become a year-round 
task. However, the law states that all dogs three months old or older must be 
licensed by April 30th. 

There were 425 dogs licensed in Tuftonboro last year, resulting in $2,800.00 
in fees collected.

1996 Final Report 


The 1996 season brought two decent but cool weeks and finished with the 
coolest weather we have ever had.

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REPORT OF THE 
TUFTONBORO CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1996 was another relatively active year for the Conservation Commission. The 
Commission was involved with wetlands permit applications, conservation 
easements, and once again provided scholarships for area children to attend the 
Barry Conservation Camp. 

Most of the Commission’s activity revolves around wetlands permits, which 
are predominantly applications for lakefront structures, particularly docks and 
breakwaters. The Commission reviews all applications and makes 
recommendations to the State’s Wetlands Bureau. The Wetlands Bureau has gone 
through changes that appear to have resulted in: 1) applications are processed more 
expeditiously, and 2) there is enhanced scrutiny of each application, resulting in a 
higher number of permit denials. 

1996 activity is summarized as follows: 


New permit applications filed at Town House 37 
New permit applications acted on by Commission 37 
Permits issued during 1996 (includes pre-’96 applications) 45 
Permits denied (incudes pre-’96 applications) 15 


Additionally, the Bureau recommended administrative fines for three projects. 
One fine was paid, while others are on appeal.

1996 SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE REPORT 


1996 was an important year for the Solid Waste Committee. After three years 
of planning, the site work for the Transfer Station / Recycling Center was 
completed in October. It was very exciting to see a draft design transformed into 
reality, at last tangible proof of our efforts. 

The Committee spent a good portion of 1996 finalizing the specifications for 
the Recycling Building and preparing the Bid Documents which incorporated 
comments from various types of contractors as well as our engineer. The finalized 
specifications were completed in the fall, bids were accepted, and the Recycling 
Building contract was awarded at the end of the year to a local contractor who will 
put up the building during the winter months of 1997. The building will be without 
interior improvements or equipment. Hopefully these items will be approved in the 
Budget for 1997 and thus make the building fully operative. 

Limited recycling of household waste was started in 1996 in the form of 
aluminum can collection. 1997 will see recycling greatly expanded to include 
glass, newspapers, glossies, cardboard, clothes, fluorescent tubes, and oil. Batteries, 
tires, and metal will continue to be recycled as before. The expanded program 
should be fully operative by the fall of 1997. This will significantly reduce the trash 
weight for which the town will have to pay tipping fees after trash is no longer 
accepted at the landfill (projected to be January 1998). 

The Committee is now working on specific plans to implement recycling: re- 
studying the markets for different recycling products and preparing an 
information/education program. As always, we welcome input from anyone 
interested. The meetings are the second Monday of the month at 7:30 P.M. in the 
Town Offices.

3) The NH Joint Tourist Promotional Program will, | expect, be funded at least 
with $500,000 to be matched by local Chamber of Commerce and tourists groups 
to promote your region. Information on this program is available from 
Commissioner Robb Thomson, Department of Resources and Economic 
Development, at 271-2411. 

4) There is approximately $172,000 waiting to be matched by local economic 
development promotion dollars from local groups. Information can be obtained on 
this program from Director Norman Storrs, Economic Development, at 271-2341. 

5) There is about 10 million dollars waiting for applications from local 
governments for Community Development Block Grants to improve your local 
town and area.

The Visiting Nurse Association-Hospice of Southern Carroll County and 
Vicinity Inc., better known as the VNA-Hospice, has had an extremely busy year 
since | was appointed the Executive Director in September of 1995. The Agency 
has made a total of 44,938 home visits, which is a 12.2% growth. The Agency’s 
budget is now more than $2,500,000.00, which now classifies the VNA-Hospice 
as a medium sized HomeCare Agency. There are officially 97 employees, most of 
whom are part time. During 1996 the Agency celebrated its Golden Anniversary as 
a not-for-profit HomeCare Organization. 

The following services were provided to the residents of Tuftonboro between 
October 1, 1995 and September 30, 1996. This represents 8% of all the services 
provided by the VNA-Hospice.

Besides Tuftonboro, the VNA-Hospice provides service to the residents of 
Alton, Brookfield, Effingham, Ossipee, Sandwich, Wolfeboro, and Wakefield. We 
have also helped the HomeCare Agencies in Moultonboro, Tamworth, Freedom, 
Madison, Milton, Albany, and Middleton to provide services to their residents. 

The VNA-Hospice is a not-for-profit, equal opportunity employer, located in 
Wolfeboro at Huggins Hospital. The staff located in the office includes 
Administrative, Secretarial, and Financial People. The people who work directly in 
the home include Registered Nurses, Licensed Practical Nurses, Certified Nurses 
Assistants, Physicians, Homemakers, and Social Workers. They also include 
Physical, Speech, and Occupational therapists. The Agency uses the services of 
many, many volunteers who work on the Board of Directors, on Committees, in 
the office, and directly with our patients. Their services are essential to our 
operation and are greatly appreciated. 

VNA-Hospice has three major programs that are offered throughout our 
service area, including our Home Health Care Program, our Outpatient-Maternal 
Child Health Program, and our Hospice Program. Through these programs we are 
able to provide services in your home such as Skilled Nursing Care, including 
some High Technological care such as Intravenous Therapy and Pain Control 
Therapy. We provide Home Health Aide Care, Homemaking Physical Therapy, 
Speech Therapy, Occupational Therapy, and Social Work. We also provide Well 
Child Clinics, Immunization Clinics, and Flu Shot Clinics throughout our area 
VNA-Hopice also provides counseling and support sessions in the area of 
bereavement. We provide a Sudden Death Response Team to help survivors get 
through the crisis. The Agency provides formal educational programs such as our 
Volunteer Training Courses and our AIDS Seminar. Administrative Staff Members 
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willingly have done public speaking engagements and have lead discussion groups 
on any of our programs or on the Medicare/Medicaid Benefit. 

During the next year the VNA-Hospice will be able to provide Psychiatric 
Nursing Care and even more High Technological services in the home. During 
1995, in collaboration with Huggins Hospital, we applied for and were awarded 
two grants to establish a Good Beginnings Program, which will enable us to 
provide services to any newborn and their family in our service area. The VNA- 
Hospice is one of the major Health Care providers in this region, and it is essential 
that we are able to meet the needs of our communities. This Agency is committed 
to you, and we anticipate collaborating with other health care providers in this 
region to come up with different systems of providing services to you that will be 
more efficient and cost effective. We will continue to work with all Local, State, 
Federal, and Third Party Payors to meet your needs. 


We receive most of our funding from Medicare/Medicaid, other insurances, 
fees collected, and Grants from the New Hampshire Bureau of Maternal and Child 
Health. The VNA-Hospice is very dependent on our fund drives, our donations, 
and our town appropriation funds, which enable us to continue to provide non- 
refundable services to those patients who need them. 

In accordance with New Hampshire Statutory Requirements regulating 
Transactions involving Directors of Charitable Trusts (RSA 7:19-a), the VNA- 
Hospice is making known that Dr. Eric Lewis, who is a voting member of the 
Board of Directors, is also an Employee of the Agency. He serves as the Medical 
Director of the Hospice and Maternal Child Health Programs and receives fiscal 
compensation for these services.
